Chriſtopber Colon or Columbus, born at Nervi, in the 
Signiory of Genoa, being a Man of excellent Abjlity, i 
born to great Undertakings, and bred a Mariner, tra=- Wt 
ding into Syria, and other Raſtern Countries, had learn- 1 
ed to make Sea Charts, and went to Portugal to diſeo- 
ver the Coaſts of Africa, and there married, In i- 
ling about the Seas he obſe ryed, that at certain Seaſons 
of the Year the Winds blew from the W long togs- 
ther, and judging they came from ſome Coalt beyond the 
Sea, he reſolved to make tryal ; being likewiſe: per- 
ſuaded by the Motion of the Sun, there mull needs 
be another World, to which that glorious Planet did Jan 
impart” both bis Light and Heat when be went from Mi 
us, and this World he purpoſed to ſeek after.

to King Henry VII. of England, to ſollicite his Aſſiſtance, 
while himſelf went into Spain to implore aid of the Ca- 
Filians; Bartholomew was unhappily taken by Pirates 
in his Voyage to England, who robbed him and his 
Company of all they had, and kept them Priſoners 2 
Jong time; after they were releaſed they arrived in 
| England, and Bartholomew was forced to get a mean 
_Livelyhood by making Sea-Cards ; and repairing to the 
Court, preſented a Map of the World to King Henry, 
with his Brother's Offer of Diſcovery ; the King chear- 
tully entertained the Motion, and ſent for Chriftopher 
to come into England, who not knowing of his Brother's 
Ampriſonment, and hearing nothing from him, conceived 
the- Offer bf his Service to have been neglected, but he 
had ſped in his Suit in Spain; for two able Spanißb Pi- 
lots adviſed him to apply himſelf ro the Dukes of Medina 
Sidbma, and Medina Celi, who recommending him to 
the Queen's Confeſſor, he arri ved at the Court of Ca- 
Pie in the Year 1486. But Ferdinand» and Jfabella, 
the King and Queen of Spain, being engaged in the 
Wars of Grazada againſt the Moors, he at firſt found 
cold Entertainment.

I. Columbus dying left two Sons behind him, of 
which the Youngeſt called Ferdinando died unmarried, 
the Eldeſt named Diego ſucceeded his Father in the 
Admiralty of the Indies, and the Dukedom of Vega, 
and married the Duke of A/uz's Daughter, but having 
no Iſſue by her, he ſpent the greateſt part of his Eftate 
in founding a famous Library in Sevi, which he fur- 
niſhed with 12000 Volumes, and endowed with a 
Uberal Revenue to maintain the ame ; but though his 
Family be extinct, yet his Fame ſhall live renowned 
to all Poſterity, as the fir ſt Diſcoverer of this New 

World, and conſequently the greateſt and moſt fortu- 
vate Advancer of the Spaniſh Monarchy, though in his

Foot upright, and then are theſe Iſlands, which the 
River makes, overflown 25 Foot high, except in ſome 
raiſed Grounds; the Natives eat nothing ſet or ſown 
uſing the Tops of Palmeroes for Bread, and killing Deer 
Fiſh and Pork for Meat; ſome are imployed in making 
Canoos, which. they ſell ifhto Guiana for Gold, and 
to Trinidado for Tobacco, in taking which they ex 
ceed all Nations; when their King dies, they uſe 
great Lamentation, and when they think the Fleſh i 
putrified and fallen from the Bones, take up the Car 
<aſs agaln, and hang it in his Houſe, decking hi 
Skull with Feathers of all Colours, and Phtes of 
Gold about his Arms, Thighs, and Legs; thoſgf 
on the South beat the Bones of their King to Powder 
which their Wives and Friends drink.

among them: I muſt needs commend their Reſpect to 
Authority, and kind Behaviour to the Exgliſs, they 
do not degenerate from the old Friendſhip between 
both Kingdoms. As they are proper and ſtrong of 
Body, ſo they have fine Children, and almoſt every 
[Houſe full, rare to find one without 3 or 4 Boys, 
land as many Girls, ſome 6, 7, or 8 Sons: And few 
young Men more ſober and laborious. The Dutch 
have a Meeting Place for Religious Worſhip at Neu- 
Caſtle, and the Sewedes three, one at Chriſtina, one at 
Tenecum, and one at F7coco, within half a Mile of 
this Town. — | 

As to the Condition we are in, and what Settle- 
ment we have made, it is thus: The Country is 
(bounded on the Eaſt, by the River and Bay of Dela- 
evare, and the Eaſtern Sea; it hath the Advantage 
of many Creeks or Rivers, that run into the Bay;

Laws were paſt without one diſſent in material things; WY

eat. In the Woods are plenty of wild Turkies, 
Patridges, ſmaller than thoſe of England, but more 
delicate, Turtle Doves, Paraquetoes, and Pidgeons, 
and on the graſſy Plains the whiſtling Plover, Cranes, 
and divers Birds unknown in England. | 
Carolina doth fo abound in Rivers, that within 50 
Miles of the Sea, you can hardly place your ſelf 7 
from a Navigable River, and divers are Navigable# 
for good big Veſſels above 300 Miles. The Rivers 
abound with variety of excellent Fiſh, and near the 
Sea with very good Oyſters, in many of which are 
Pearl, the Author having ſeen a Pearl taken out of il 
ſome bigger than a Rouncival Sea, and perfectly 
ce I round ; on the Rivers and Brooks are all the Win- 
d 0 ter Months vaſt numbers of Swan, wild Geeſe, Duck 


Widgeon, Teal, Curlew, Snipe, Shell-Drake, and if 
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black Duck that is excellent Meat, and ſtays there all 
the Year. Neat Cattle increaſe here exceedingly, i 
there being particular Planters that have already 7 or 
800 Head, and will in few Years have as many thou- 
ſands, unleſs they fell ſome part; the Cattle are not 
ſubje& to any Diſeaſe as yer perceived, and are fat all 
the Year without Fodder ; the little Winter is a great 


advantage the Planters here have of the Nortt ern 
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Plantations, who are forced to ſpend a great part of 
their Summers Labour in providing 3 or 4 Months 
Fodder for their Cattle in the Winter, or elſe would 


have few alive in the Spring; which will keep them 


from ever having very great Herds, or be able to do 
much in providing any Commodity for Foreign Mar. 


kets: So that Carolina will be able by Sea, to ſupply 
thoſe Northern Colonies with ſalted Beef for their 
Shipping, cheaper than they themſelves can with what 


is bred among them; for all the Woods in Carolina ab 
| fording good Paſturage, and ſmall, Rent being paid to

gh Lords Proprietors is thus: He firſt ſecks out a place 
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taken by the Lords Proprietors, that no Injuſtice be 
done to them, having eſtabliſhed a particular Court of 
Judicature (campoſed of the ſobereſt Inhabitants) to de- 
termine all Differences between the Exgliſb and Indians. 
This they do upon a Chriſtian and Moral Conſidera- 
tion, and not out of any apprehenſion of Danger from 
them; for the Indians have been always fo engaged in

Ins of the Devil. It cauſed Horror in him to ſee 
e with his Neck on one fide, foam at the Mouth, 
nd bare-foot upon burning Coals for near an Hour, 
d then recovering his Senſes, leapt out of the Fire 
thout Hurt or ſign of any. South-weſt from hence 
arrived at a Nation who differ in Government from 
[the Indians of thoſe Parts, being Slaves rather than 
bjets to their Kings: He was a grave Man, and 
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courteous to Straugers, yet our Author could not 
without Horror obſerve his barbarous Superſtition, 
In hiring 3 Youths to kill as many young Women of 
their Enemies as they could meet withal, to ſerve his 
Son, then newly dead, in the other World, as he 
vainly imagined. Theſe Youths during his ſtay re. 
turned with Skins torn off the Heads and Faces of. 

three young Girls, which they preſented to their King, {W J 
and were by aim gratefully received. Our Author 
in his ſteep was ung with a Mountain Spider, and 
had not an Indian ſuck'd out the Poiſon, he had died; 
for receiving the Hurt at the tip of one of his Fingers, 
the Venom ſhot up into his Shoulder, and ſo inflamed 
his Side, that it is not poſſible to expreſs the Torment: 
The Means uſed by the Indian was, firſt a ſina]l Doſe 
of Snake-powder, which he gave him in a little 
Water, and-then making a kind of Plaiſter of the 
ſame, applied it near to the Place affected; he ſwal. 
lowed ſome himſeit by way of Antidote, and then 
ſuck'd the wounded Finger fo violently, that the Pa- 
tient felt the Venom retire from his ſide into his ſhoul- 
der, and thence down his Arm. The Indian having 
thus ſuck d half a ſcore times, and ſpit as often, he 
was eaſed of all his gain, and perfectly recovered, 
He thought he had been bit with a Rattle-ſnake, for 
he did not fee who hurt him, but the Indian found by 
the Wound and the Effects of it, that it was given by 
a Spider, one of which he ſaw the next day much like 
our great blue Spider, only longer ; it 1s probable this 
Poiſon js much like a Tarantula ; being thus beyond

Army, that nne upon pain of Death ſhould plunger 
any Gold, Plate, or Jewels, or kill any Cattle; 
which damping their Spirits, and the exceſſive heat of 


the Climate weakning their Bodies, by that time the 


had marched a moſt tedious and diſconſolate March, 
through thick Woods, in deep ſcalding Sands; ready 


to periſh with miſerable drought and thieſt fer 


want of Water, of which they met not with a Drop in

were deſtroyed all but five hundred, its Churches and 


Chappels made fewer, and the Remainder ſpoiled and 


defaced ; but ſince the Settlement of the Bngliſh, they: 


begin to repair the ruinous Houſes, and it is like to be

The Iſland4s divided into fourtgen Precinds or Pa- 


riſhes, namely Port-Royal, St. Catherine, St. Nahm, St.

dance of People to tranſplant themſelves from Barbadoes, 
and other Engl: Plantations every year, ſo that in 


a ſmall time it is like to be the moſt potent and rich 


plantation in all America; and beſideWMthe aforemen- 


tioned Number of Tohabirants, there are reckon'd to 


belong to Famarca of Privateers or Buccancers Sloops, 


and Boat. men Which ply about the Iſle, at leaſt thirty 
thoũſand ſtout fighting Men, whoſe Courage is ſuih- 
ciently- diſcovered in their daily attempts upon the 
Spaniards in Banama, and other places, which for the 
Hazard, Conduct, and Daringneſs of their Exploits, 
have, by ſome, been compared to the Actions of- Cæſar 
and Alexander ihe Sat. The Laws of this Iſland are 
as like thofe of-Exg/and as the difference of the Coun- 
tries will admit, they having ſeveral Courts, Magi- 
rates, and Offices, for executing Juſtice on Offenders, 
and hearing and determining all Civil Cauſes between 
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
